duty in order to afford better protection lor the city. The 


organization of a squad of t-wenty reliable residents to give a cer- 
tain amount of time free of charge to this work has the official 
approval ol the city manager and chief of police. 


The plan has many possibilities, especially at this time when 


the city is being victimized by all classes of thieves ranging from 
the rankest amateur to the polished professional. 


None can deny that the city is improperly policed. Lack of 


men IB responsible for this condition, the force now being about 
20 men under the quota needed for efficient work, according to 
expert estimates. It is impossible to hire men to make up the 
shortage. There is no money with which to pay them. Those 
who live by their wits at the expense of others are taking ad- 
vantage of this condition. 


The chief of police undoubtedly will'be able to select twenty 


men "who will give conscientious sen-ice in the present emerg- 
ency. There are enough citizens who have the welfare of Lima 
at heart to volunteer their services. 


The chief must exercise care in picking men for this work 


however. He must choose reliable men with good judgment who 
are willing to serve not merely as a lark, but for the good of the 
community.
